The nu)(ion to reconsider 
was introduced by Waukcgan 
Supervisor August Ccpon, 
who had oppo.<icd rescinding 
the subsi<ly plan, but voted iii 
favor of. the resolution last 
month Ro he could bring it 
back to the floor of the coun- 
'ty board for further discus- 
sion. ;' . f

Stirring tribute was paid 
recently to (he memory of 
Dr. Lome !)., Cook, professor 
of economics at Ponujua Col- 
lege and son of Mr. and Mr.i'. 
Irving Cuok, of Lake Marie, 
by college orficials and civic 
leaders of Clarcnu)nt, Cal., 
where the 4t> year old edu- 
cator died on Dec. 21. 
^Dr. Cook-^lied of lung 
cancer after a. lingering ill- 
ness, but he left an indelible 
njark at the college where be 
taught for 12 years , and in 
tlie city of_Clarcmont where 
he made his iiome. ■ ' 

Ncwspai)er editorials ex- 
lolled the many contribudo.ns 
he made to ins connnunily 
and in a personal letter to 
Dr. Cook's parents 13. Wilson 
Lyon, president of Pomona 
College, expressed per.sonal 
as. well as official regrets al 
the untimely death of the 
young educator. 
. Anativc of Kellogg, Idaho, 
Dr. Cook, attended the Uni- 
versity of Michigan where be 
received his Master's and 
Doctor's degrees -and served 
_ as an histructor in Economics 
iVcforc jtnning llie— Ponioiui 
College facuUy. 
~ A onember.jjf the Clarc- 
mont -City Council Dr. Cook 
was also active in. city plan- 
ninjj; In the area and was a 
— frequent jcojil rUnjt or to mag- 
azines and fjthcr publications 
dealing with' economics ami 
area, planning. ; ;i '

Is kept in each fire truck and 
also .at' the Telephone An- 
.swering Service. A fireman 
comes out and puts up the 
sticker. ' 

Use of the decals will 
speed up help to a helpless 
j)erson in case of a fire or 
otirer~emcrgency; — rrho-Firc 
Department first started us- 
ing (he decals in 1062.'- If 
you' have a helpless person in 
■your family, you are urged 
to contact tlie Fire Depart- 
ment and inform them.

Consent law, the l^nkc Coun- 
ty Safety Commi.ssion feels 
that legislation should be in- 
troduced and passed con- 
cerning motorcycle safely 
laws;- stricter driver's licens- 
ing laws; more, funds for 
highways; co'niplsory vehi- 
cle safety checks; compulsory 
training for police officers;, 
standardized highway signs 
and signals; improved finan- 
cial responsibility laws, and 
stiffer penalties for railroads 
when they needlessly tic up 
crossings. 

Mo.st courts* have welcom- 
ed the use of scientific evi- 
dence in the rbattte to con- 
trol the drinking driver, rath- 
er than having (o depend on 
(lie opinion evidence of lay 

witnesses^ 

The implied con.scnt law 
provides that as a condition 
of the privilege of driving a 
motor veiiiclc upon ttic high- 
ways of the slate, every mo- 
torist is a.ssumcd to have 
given his consent to a chem- 
icaLtcsf of his blood, breath 
or urine to determine blood 
alcohol concentration if 
charges with driving while 
intoxicated; that if he re- 
fuses to submit to (he test, 
no test will be giveh, but tic 
loscs jiis driver 's license. 

Tlic courts h;Tvc~rcpeate(lly 
upheld the Ic^jality of the 
implied consenTSlaw. The 
United Slates Supfome Court 
had upheld the Vljlidity and 
constitutionality of a similar 
statute in MassachuseKs ami 
said: "Motor veliicies arc 
dangerous machines and. 
even when skillfully and 
carefully operated, (heir use 
is attended by serious dan- 
gers to persons and property. 
In the public interest (he 
slate may make and enforce 
regulations rea.sonably cal- 
culated to prtmiole care on 
-the-pacLuLj lll, residen ts and 
nonresidents alike, wlvini.sr 
its highways. . The measiu'e 
in (tucstion operates to re- 
quire a nonresident to an- 
swer for his conduct in (he 
state vvhei"c arise caii.ses of 
action -allegcil -against_liLiUi: 
as well as to provide for a 
claimant a conveniohl meth- 
od by which he may sue to 
enforce his rights. Under 
the statute the implied cori- 
Isent is "limited to procced- 
I higs growing out of accident^

The other and more ser- 
ious charges Involve Powell's 
alleged misuse of commit top 
personnel and misapplication 
of committee fu.rids. 'Tliis 
subject lias been under close 
scrutiny by a House subcom- 
mittee heilded by Represen- 
tative Wayne Hays of Ohio. 
It is reported thai tlie com- 
mittee which Congressman 
Powell chairs ran Up S73.000 
In travel expenses during 
the- 80th Congress and em- 
ployed a staff of 149 persons, 
(h addition, • Powell employ- 
ed his current wife, wlio 
lives in Puerto Rico, as his 
adniiiiistrative assistant at an 
annual salary of $20,000. 

Congressman Lionel Van 
Doeriin of California has in- 
dicated tliat ho Will challenge 
the right of Powell to bo 
sworn in at the time the 90th 
Congress convenes, notvvitli- 
stannding the fact that Pow- 
ell was re-elected to a twelfth 
ternr on' November '1j.— I960, 
w'Ulr74~percent"of-the-popu'^ 
lar vote in his District. 

Challenges have* been 
made during the last two 
Congre.sses to the right of 
members to be sealed. Tho^e, 
challenges were based, on 
election contests In the Dis- 
tricts from which the niprii- 
bers claimed to have been 
elected. In all sucli. cases, 
the members have been per- 
mitted to assume their seats 
pending tlie investigations, 
and in every case thus fr.r 
tlie challenges have -been 
overruled. 

Not since 1010 has the 
lIou.se voted to deny, a seat 
to an n6wly elected member. 
Indeed, in the 1910 situation 
a Socialist member, Victor L. 
Burger of Milwaukee, was 
denied his scat only after 
having 'been found guilty of 
giving aid and comfort to 
the enemy in. written articles 
opposing the U. S. entry into 

-World-War I In-.an-carlier 

case Representative Brig- 
ham Hcnry_Robert of Utah 
was denied the scat to which 
he . was elected on the 
ground that he practiced 
polygamy. 

It should be recalled that 
toward the close of the 89th 
Congress Representative Sam 
Gibbons of Florida led the 
attack to curb Powell's auto- 
cratic rule of the House Edu- 
cation and Labor Committee. 
Although Congressman- Gib- 
bons received a great deal of 
encouragement^f rom the 
news mcdiaV-ltedld not. seem 
to receive the necessary sup- 
port of the Democratic House 
that Powell's wings were clip- 
ped only slightly— and very 
politely.. 

More serious than the 
specific charges resulting 
from Powell's private litiga- 
tion and his and his family's 
travels atpjublic expense i.s 
the general dainage~t6~the 
reputation of the Congress 
which' his defiant .conduct 
has produced throughout the 
nation. In the opinion of the 
writer, the need for a strong 
Congress. Is more vital now 
than at any time in our iiu- 
tlDii's~htstory: — Tho-excesses 
of the .executive can only be 
curbed by a .strong and Influ- 
ential CongrciS. Since popu- 
lar support throughout the 
natlon"~l8noedcd^to accom- 
plish this end, this conduct of 
members of the Congress 
must be circumspect and 
honorable, surpassing in Its 
moral. quality th^ standards 
observed in non-public life. 
Notwithstanding ■ that Con- 
gressman Powell's conduct 
may satisfy a majority of 
constituents in his own Dis- 
trict, the nation as a whole 
has a stake In his behavior.
